Comrieous READER, 

Oraſmuch as in my laſt Book made for the Aſſize 
of Bread, which was grounded and drawn (by a 
Tryal made) from the poize of the very Grain of 
Wheat, and the perfect Liquor which ſeaſon'd the 

ſame, there was no Allowance given for the Bakers, either 

in reſpe& of their baking, nor for any other needful Char- 
ges belonging to the ſame Myſtery, but the ſame Allowance 
was refer d to the Diſcretion of all ſuch Magiſtrates and 

Officers as ſhould have Authority to examin therein, accor- 

ding to the Dearth and Cheapneſs of all things thereunto 

neceflary, as the Time and Place where any ſuch Baker 
ſhould inhabit requir'd; as in and by my faid Book it 
plainly appeareth. 

And now, foraſmuch as divers Officers, by reaſon of their 
Unskilfulneſs and want of Knowledge, do not afford the 
Bakers ſuch ſufficient Allowances therein as are anſwerable 
to all the Charges of baking at this Day, whereby ſome 
Queſtions are made between the ſaid Officers and Bakers 
concerning that Matter ; I have therefore, at this preſent, 1 
thought it good not only to revoke. my ſaid Book (in re- _ = 
ſpect of the ſaid Aſſize of Bread only) but, to my great b ' 
pains and trouble, to draw. and publiſh this new one, — 1

Bread; and one penny worth of Houſhold Bread ſhould 
juſtly weigh two penny worth of White Bread, (as it ap- 
peareth by divers old and ancient Aſſize-Books heretofore 
ſet forth:) Yet the ſaid Statute made in the one and fiftieth 
Year of the Reign of King Henry the Third, ſheweth, 
That the fineſt fort of White Bread ſhould be drawn from 
the fine Cocket of ſix Pound eighteen Shillings, mention'd 
in the ſaid Statute, which differeth ſomewhat from the 
courſe Cocket of ſeven Pound, twelve Pence, and is ſome- 
what leſs in Aſſize than after the rate of the ſaid courſe 
Cocket aforeſaid : Which Law I have follow'd in this my 
Book, (omitting the odd Fractions in Money, which are 
very ſmall, and under the Value of one half- penny weight) 
whereby every Officer may perfectly diſcern and know 
what every ſort of Bread ſhould weigh in trye Proportion 
and Rate, and how to Aſſize the Bakers in all forts of their 
Bread, according to the ſame Law, together with ſuch Al- 
lowance towards their Charges for every Quarter baking, 
as is very reaſonable and requiſite therefore to be made 
and allow'd, whereby all Difficulty and Queſtions hereafter 
may be avoided ; but alſo have drawn the ſame to a great- 
er and higher Proportion in the Prizes of the Quarter of 
Wheat than heretofore it hath been, as by the ſaid Rates

N this Aſſize there is no Allowance given to the Baker 
towards his Charges in baking his Bread, otherwiſe 
than before in this Book is recited. And the Baker 

for his firſt Offence, in breaking this Aſſize, ſhall be amer- 
ced; for the iecond Offence likewiſe amerced; for the 
third Offence, in breaking his Aſſize, he ſhall be more grie- 
youſly amerced ; and if he offend, in breaking the Aſſize 
of his Bread, the fourth time (being thereof convicted by 
due courſe of Law) then he ſhall- receive corporal Puniſh- 
ment npon the. Pillory, without any Redemption, either 
dy Gold or Silver. But if the Baker exceed (in breakin 

the Aſſize of his Bread) the full Weight of 2 5.6 d. which 
is one dune and a half in his farthing White Loaf, then he 
Mall füffer khe judgment of the Pillory without, any fine or 
 admonigion. gen unto Him; Et poſt ſeptem dies panis non 
pondęretur.
